KxB Black is still alive with two pieces for 
Rook and two pawns. 


II. C Eddie Chisam (1867) — Craig Olson 

(1811) Boylston Chess Club, Boston. 

A. White is a pawn up with excellent win- 
ning prospects despite opposite colored 
Bishops. The game continued with the 
weak retreat 1. Q-N2 (to blunt ... P-KR4) 
1. ... R-K1 2. Q-B3 R-K2 3. Q-B5 OxO 4. 
PxQ R-K7 and Black's pieces got active (he 
managed to draw). 

B. After 1. Q-B5 Q-R5 Black's drawing 
chances are enhanced. 

C. Why resist seizing the open file by 1. R- 
K1! with the threat of R-K8? If 1. ... P-KR4 
2. R-K4 keeps the initiative, since 2. ... PxP 
3. RxP Q-B8 ch 4. K-N2 OxNP 5. Q-B6 
forces mate. 


Ill. C M. Kaner (1861) — J. Kolkey (1873), 

Southern California Amateur Championship, 

1967 

A. It's possible to go wrong even in simple 
settings, and White lost after 1. BxP? PxB 
2. K-N1 P-N7 and the pawn must queen. 

B. Retreating the endangered Bishop to ap- 
parent safety by 1. B-N1? loses instantly 
to 1. ... P-N7 mate. 

C. Black can make no progress after 1. K-N1! 
PxBch 2. K-R1 with a book draw. 


IV. B C. Galloway —J. Acers, at the Gazebo, 

New Orleans, 1989 

A. In the game White lost after 1. K-K5? K- 
N6. Black queens his ORP in five moves 
while White lags far behind in the “race”.
